"Pay-As-You-Go Taxes" Outlined 

One of this year's program features of the Bala-Cynwyd-Narberth Rotary 
Club is a series of informative talks to keep their members informed 
on subjects that will aid them in their businesses and professions. This 
is a talk by Hervey C. Kelm, certified public accountant, on the new tax law. 



Details of the new pay-as-you-go tax plan and 
how it. affects taxpayers were explained by Hervey 
C Keim, certified public accountant, at a meeting^of 
the Bala-Cynwyd-Narberth Rotary Club, Tuesday 
noon, in the Overbrook Golf Club. Ralph S. Dunne 
presided in the absence of the president, George W. 
R. Kirkpatrlck. 

Keim whose accounting offices are in the Girard 
Trust Building. Philadelphia, reviewed the Current 
Tax Payment Act of 1943 which provides for the 
Pay-as-you-go tax plan, tax forgiveness and soldiers 
and sailors relief provisions. 

A report of Keim's speech follows: 
PAY-AS-YOU-GO TAXES 

The Current Tax Payment Act of 194 3 was ap- 
proved by the President, June 9, 1943, and became 
effective July 1, 1943. 

There are three separate divisions to this Act: 

1. Pay-as-you-go plan. 

2. Tax forgiveness. 

3. Soldiers and sailors relief provisions. 

The new law does not change the rates of taxes, 
turtax, normal tax and victory tax, but due to the 
forgiveness feature, estimated taxes and relief for J 



members of the Armed Forces, it is terrifically com- 
plicated. 

VICTORY TAX 

. S* 

The Victory Tax, which became effective Jan. 1, 
1943, was continued as part of the pay-as-you-go 
plan and therefore must receive consideration in a 
discussion of the newest law. 

Prior to July 1 the Victory Tax was deducted 
from wage earners at 5 per cent on wages in excess 
of specific exemptions; $12 weekly; $24 bi-weekly; 
$26 semi-monthly; $52 monthly and $1.70 on daily 
wa ge — less than week, or for odd payroll periods. 
The annual exemption amounts to $624. 

Under the new law, effective July 1, the 20 per 
cent pay-as-you-go tax includes 3 per cent Victory 
Tax and 17 per cent Income Tax. The weekly ex- 
emption remains the same base of $12 a week for a 
single person; $24 for a married person, if one's 
spouse is not working for wages and an additional 
exemption of $6 weekly for each dependent. In the 
case of the head of the family, $6 is allowed for each 
dependent in excess of one. For payrolls longer than 
one week the exemptions increase proportionally.

Therefore the motor vehicle fa- 
tality record for the county shows 
a 28 per cent decrease for the first 
half of this year as compared to 
the same period of last year, or, 
in other words, a 28 per cent im- 
prov«meii(. 

God knows lt is bad enough to 
have that many lives snuffed out 
needlessly and wastefully, but at 
the sp.me time the snuffing is on a 
decreased scale as compared to last 
year. That indicates, however, no 
improvement in driving habits of 
the average person, and obviously 
results from lessened traffic due to 
the gas rationing. _ v 

The statistics do point to the 
need for greater watchfulness and 
alertness on the part of pedestri- 
ans, such as not running into the 
street without looking both ways, 
not walking into the road from be- 
hind (or in front of ) a parked car 
where the driver has no alternative 
hut to pile into the walker. 

It's a tough problem, but one 
which CAN be licked if drivers and 
pedestrians will use good sense and 
keep alert all tho time while driv- 
ing and walking.

Otherwise, it 
is a "strictly disciplined, stiffly 
military outfit, in which no laxity 
of any kind is permitted," to use 
Commander Scotfs own words. As 
far as we could see from what 
"The Skipper," as his men call him, 
said, it is one of the highest class 
organizations In the country's arm- 
ed forces from the standpoint of 
education, intelligence and earning 
capacity in civilian life income of 
Its members ranges from a low of

Port Force Enlisted 
For Real Service

tossed off: There are 2G00 officers, 
men and women in the force. (Yeh, 
there arc 36 women attached to the 
Headquarters staff and a total of 
nearly one hundred in the force. 
There are men who possess grad- 
uate degrees from the leading uni- 
versities serving in it as Seaman, 
First Class. Sixty-four percent of 
the Force has had some college 
training. Ninety-seven percent of 
the Force are members of what is 
generally termed the white collar 
class; 74 percent are professional 
men (dentists, lawyers, etc.) and 
executives and proprietors of their 
own business. The average age of 
the force is 41, although there are 
a dozen or so of 60 and over, the 
oldest being 06. The normal age 
limits are 25 to 50. 

The chief purpose, of course, of 
tho Port Security Force is to pre- 
vent sabotage, fires, etc., and help 
maintain order and discipline on 
ships loading and unloading at the 
Port of Philadelphia as well as in 
the adjacent areas which take in 
the wharves, docks, storage and 
Force is doing its job, is attested to 
transport facilities. How well this 
by the fact that the Coast Guard 
is in process of sotting up similar 
organizations in 19 port cities of 
the country. And the plan is to be 
extended to some 20 to 25 addition- 
al ports. 

'A Port Security Force man equals 
one-fifth of a Coast Guardsman on 
general duty since five of them re- 
lievo one full time Coast Guards- 
man. (They stand watch for eight 
hours. every fifth day.) The sched- 
ule goes around tho clock on three 
shifts, 8 A. M. to 4 P. M., 4 P. M. 
to 12 Midnight ,and midnight to 8 
A. M. 

On Monday night, a new class 
of over 200 candidates, the 23rd 
since August, 1942, assembled at 
the law school of the University of 
Pennsylania for the first of the 
series of lectures. Right now the 
force is seeking 1000 additional 
men— of the right type. (Appli- 
cants may apply at Room 1422, 



Land Title Building.) 

The only expense now attached 
to membership in the Port Security 
Force is the price of a heavy blue 
wool flannel shirt and heavy under- 
wear. Full uniforms are issued each 
man who qualifies and serves a 
minimum of 12 hours per week. 
In addition, as he reports for watch 
each man Is issued a 38-caliber 
service revolver, holster, belt, and 
club. In the winter, he gets a 
heavy wool cap and mittens, ga- 
loshes and a heavy sheepskin lined 
coat with fur collar. 

Some of this may sound like a 
lot of weight to carry around but 
when you consider that these men 
have been on duty when the ther- 
mometer registered 9 degrees be- 
low zero, It is in no way super- 
fluous. 

There has been some loose talk 
around town about them as "Ju- 
nior Commandos," "Bryn Mawr 
Cadets," and the like. But take it 
from any member of this Force, 
which has an intense pride of 
service and a morale which touches 
tho sky, it's no kid stuff and no 
cinch. They are a bunch of real 
he-men who are doing a dirty, 
tough job which is vitally impor- 
tant and doing it in a bang-up 
fashion. And incidentally, they 
get no pay whatsoever. 



Postscript: Commander Scott is 
no newcomer to the Navy. During 
World War No. 1 he served as a 
seaman on a minesweeper, was 
made an ensign and later a lieuten- 
ant junior grade. He is a vice- 
president of the Pennsylvania 
Company, president of the Merion 
Civic Association and has long 
been active in civic affairs in Lower 
Merion Township. His executive 
officer is Lieutenant Commander 
Edward C. Page, of Ardmore, a 
coal operator. Commander Scott's 
summation of the Port Security 
Force: "Democracy's answer to 
the requirements of total war."

Pay-As-You-Go"

Each employe must furnish the 
employer with a Family Status 
Withholding Exemption which 
must be revised if a person's Btatus 
changes. 

During the first half of the year 
the "Victory Tax withheld was paid 
by the employer to the Collector 
o'f Internal Revenue on or before 
the end of the month following the 
close of a quarter year. 

Under the Pay-As-You-Go Tax 
Law employers must pay the taxes 
Withheld to a bank qualified to re- 
ceive the taxes for the Collector if 
the monthly withholding equals or 
exceeds $100.00. This applies to 
the first and second months of each 
The Victory Tax can be reduced 
by two per cent (from five per cent 
to three per cent)by — 1, Purchase 
Of U. S. Defense Bonds, Series E, 
P or G, during the year and if still 
owned at the close of the year, if 
payable to the purchaser, spouse or 
dependent. 2, Life Insurance Pre- 
miums on taxpayer's life spouse, or 
dependent, if in force Sept. 1, 1942. 
3, Reduction of Debt during the 
taxpayer's year.

The 1943 Tax Law provides a 
special exemption of $1,500.00 from 
the pay of men or women serving 
in the Armed Forces.

Service men or women who are 
stationed in this country are re- 
quired to file income tax returns. 
If they are out of the country they 
will not be required to file until 
after their return.

J-/ONG before publication, John P. Marqiiand's hew novel, "So 
Little Time," was already arousing a lot of excitement in the literary 
world. John Marquand, who is best known for his satiric portraits of 
New EnglandeH ("The Late George Ap- 
ley" and "H. M. Pulham, Esquire") in his 
present novel turns his not too gentle pen 
upon the New York literary, theatrical 
and social world. 

Two characters in "So Little Time" — 
the foreign correspondent who knows all 
the answers and the wealthy playboy pub- 
lisher — are so caustically drawn that lit- 
erary circles have been speculating on whom 
Marquand may have had in mind. The 
author himself simply and quite definitely 
denies that his fictional characters have 
any living counterparts. 

"So Little Time" is the story of Jeffrey 
Wilson, a boy from a small New England town, who was an aviator 
in World War l f then, for a brief period, a newspaperman. His ambition 
was to write plays, but he soon discovered that that was too hazardous 
a profession to make it possible to meet the bilk of his socialite wife 
and children. So he became a "play doctor" — that is, he fixed up the 
plays and motion picture scripts that other people wrote. 

We first meet Jeffrey Wilson at the height of his success — and the 
time is just ten months before Pearl Harbor. Jeffrey is one of the few 
among the people he knows who is aware of the shadow of war that 
overhangs America; he is obsessed with the thought that there is "so 
little time" left to do the things one wants to do. 

Among the unforgettable scenes in "So Little Time" are: a week- 
end houseparty in Connecticut where the hosts collect celebrities with 
•the same avidity they have collected an- 
tiques for their remodeled and stream- 
lined farmhouse; a literary cocktail party 
given by a publisher for a woman author; 
a conference among the big Hollywood 
producers and script writers, wherein is 
concocted, according to Hollywood stand- 
ards, a picture about a beautiful Norwe- 
gian girl who escapes from the Nazis. 

* * * 

Like his hero, John Marquand also has occasionally written for Holly- 
wood. Once, he relates, he was sitting in his office when in walked an 
attractive young lady who introduced her- 
self as the hostess for the film company's 
kiddies. "We are having a birthday party 
today," she said, "and I wondered, would 
you mind if the children held a peanut 
hunt in your office?" The author said he 
had no personal objections, but that, after 
all, he wasn't sure whether his employers 

would approve of peanut hunts on their 

time. "Oh, the kiddies won't interfere with you in the least," she 
assured him. "You can go right on working. They'll just look around 
for peanuts."

RATION REMINDER 

GASOLINE — In 17 states of Eastern shortage area A-6 
coupons are now valid. In states outside the eastern shortage 
area A-7 coupons are valid through September 21. B. and C 
coupons expire according to dates on individual books. All gas- 
oline coupons in the possession of car owners must be endorsed 
with the owner's license number and states of registration. 

FUEL OIL — Period 5 coupons in old rations remain valid 
through September 30. Period 1 coupons in new rations are 
valid now. Occupants of oil heated homes are urged to return 
their applications for next year's fuel oil to their ration boards 
promptly and when issued new rations to place orders with their 
dealers for summer fill-ups. 

SUGAR — Stamp No. 14 good for five pounds through Oc- 
tober. Stamps Nos. 15 and 16 are good for 5 lbs. each for home 
canning purposes through October 31. Housewives may apply, 
to their local ration boards for more if necessary. 

SHOES — Stamp No. 18 (1 pair) is valid through Oc- 
tober 31. 

STOVES- — Consumer purchases of rationed stoves must be 
made with a certificate obtained at local War Price and Ration- 
ing Boards. 

MEAT, ETC— Red Stamps T, U, V, and W valid through 
lAugust 31; X valid through October 2. Y becomes valid Au- 
gust 29, Z becomes valid September 5, and both remain valid 
through October 2. 

PROCESSED FOODS — Blue Stamps R, S, and T remain 
vaild through September 20. U, V, and W become valid Sep- 
tember 1 and remain valid through October 20. 

LABOR DAY TRAVEL 

Stay off trains and inter-city buses over Labor Day week- 
end — this is the plea of Joseph B. Eastman, director of the Of- 
fice of Defense Transportation. Mr. Eastman, in asking the pub- 
lic to spend Labor Day week-end at home, said that failure to fol- 
low this advice might result in travel congestion worse than that 
experienced over the Fourth of July week end. Mr. Eastman 
pointed out that transportation equipment formerly available for 
holiday travel is now in troop service or used to handle the 
greatly expanded military and essential civilian traffic. 

FATHER-DRAFT 

After October 1 when drafting of fathers begins, those in 
non-deferable activities or occupations, regardless of their order 
numbers, will be the first fathers called for military service. Those 
who transfer to essential occupations and thus release single men 
for military service help to decrease the need for drafting fathers. 
Generally speaking, after October 1 , the occupation of an eligible 
registrant will determine whether he will be inducted or deferred 
if his number is called. However, the question of hardship to 
dependents must be given consideration in each case. 

NEW COUPONS 

Car owners who still hold the old type "B" and "C" gaso- 
line ration coupon books should exchange them for the new mile- 
age ration sheets of coupons between August 23 and September 
1, OPA announced recently. Old type "B" and "C" coupons 
become invalid September l, and gasoline dealers cannot accept 
them on and after that date. The old type coupons are identi 
fied by the words "Permits delivery of one unit of gasoline." The 
new type says "Mileage Ration," plus a large "B" or ''C". 

OVERSEAS MAIL 

Because more than 1 per cent, of the mail destined for 
overseas is incorrectly or insufficiently addressed, the War De- 
partment has asked that the sender be sure to give the soldier's 
rank, name, Army serial number, organization, and Army serial 
number, organization, and Army Post Office number. Follow- 
ing is a model address:
